Lexington, K.v., Janiiiir.v 8. — Tlie lirecders who have 
visitiil tiakwiMxl Farm to inspect St. Savin, the 
iiiagnifi<-t*nt tliorouglil>ri*<l stallion rc«*eutl.v arrived 
from Eiiglund to liead the St. James Stud of Irving 
H. Wheatcroft, are greatly iinpresswl with the six- 
year-old sou of St. Simon and Alkiyne. a daughter 
of Hampton and .Morveii. Iiy Bareuldiiie. It is tin* 
opinion of siieli judges of tlie thorouglihred horse as 
Colonel .Milton Young. Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield. 
Dr. J. D. N(*et. Dr. .M. .M. Leach, Dr. Rola*rt Bryan. 
Cliarles Hill and otliers Hint St. Savin is not alone 
the lK*st son of St. Simon that lias ever come to 
North America, lint one 'of the grandest individuals 
tliat has ever crossed the Atlantic to these shores, 
not forgetting tliat Ormonde. St. Blaise, Adam. 
Ibn-k Sand and other high-pricetl ones were among 
his pri*«l»*cessors. 

St. Savin is a luirse of tremendous proportions and 
he is |sissesse<l of liigli mettle.
